CURTAILED GY PEERS! 


Liberal Federation Sounds 
Keynote by Declaring Unless 


Lords Are Repudiated Rights | 


Won by Forefathers in Strug- 
gle Against Tyranny Will All 
Be Surrendered. 


London, December 1.—The Nationa! 
Libera] Federation tonight issued a 
manifesto to the country which may 
be regarded as a party rally for the 
elections. It concentrates attention en- 
tirely on the constitutional struggle 
between the house of lords and the 
house of commons. It says: 


“If the present action of the peers 
is not repudiated swiftiy by the peo- 
ple, the rights and grivileges won so 
dearly by our forefathers in the great 
ee for freedum are-all surren- 

ered.” 


The manifesto declares the peers’ 
power of veto must be restricted so 
that the last word on legislation and 
finance will rest with the house of 
‘commons. Otherwise no liberal min- 
istry again can assume the respon- 
sibilities of office. 

Into the Melting Pot. 


“In the fight forced upon us,” the. 


manifesto continues, “the electors will 
have to decide whether they wish to 
govern themselves or be governed at 
second hand by a few hundred hered- 
itary peers who have thrown the con- 
stitution into the melting pot in order 
to shift the burden of taxation frodm 


weelth, land and liquor to food and | 


the necessaries of life.” 

Lord Rosébery, in a letter to the 
press tonight, repudiates the charge 
made by Lord Curzon that he “led an 
army to the walls of a fortress and 
then abandoned it.” Lord Rosebery re- 
iterates that throughout he has op- 
posed and warned against the course 
the lords have taken as one Calculated 
injuriously to affect the house of lords 
itself and enhance what popularity 
the budget may possess. 

Asquith Attacks Lords Today. 

Premier Asquith announced in the 
house of commons today that on to- 
morrow he will move a resolution to 
the effect that the action of the house 
of iords in refusing to pass into law 
the financial provisions made by the 
lower chamber for the expenses of the 
year was a breach of the constitution 
and an usurpation of the rights of the 
house of commons. , 

When the premier entered the cham- 
ber this afternoon, the supporters of 
the government rose to their feet and 
greeted him with ringing cheers. Im- 
mediately following the conclusion of 
routine business the prime minister 
took to the floor. ‘As soon as he had 
concluded the house adjourned. 


In introducing his resolution tomor- 


row, Premier Asquith will go exhaus- 
tively into the respective privileges 
of the house of lords and the house of 
commons, and into the government's 
intentions. He also will fix the day of 
prorogation, probably next Friday. 

Mr. Balfour is not well, and will be 
unable to appear in the house of com- 
mons tomorrow. The conservatives 
have decided to meet Premier As- 
quith’s resolution by a direct negative. 
Austen Chamberlain, the ex-chancel- 
lor of the exchequer, will take Mr. 
Balfour's place and be the principal 
speaker for the opposition, while the 
Irish nationalists have decided neither 
to vote nor speak on the premier’s 
resolution. 

' The proceedings in the house of 
commons tomorrow, therefore, are 
likely to be brief. 

Crisis Develeping Rapldiy. 

The political crisis caused by fhe un- 
precedented action of the house of 
lords in refusing consent to the gov- 
ernment’s budget is developing ,rap- 
idly. 

All the members of the cabinet were 
present at the meeting today, which 
excited‘so much popular interest that 


a great crowd gathered in the vicinity 


of No. 10 Downing street, the official 


residence of the premier, and where so 


many historic meetings have been 
held. The fact that there was not a 
remote possibility even that the crowd 
would learn what transpired within, did 
mot discourage the throng in the street. 


The numberg became so great finally 


that a large force of police was sum- 


moned to prevent a possible demon.

STRIKE als 
ALL INDUSTRY 
IN NORTHWEST 


Almost Complete Stagnation 
Resulls From the Walk-Out 
of the Switchmen, 


DEAD FREIGHT TRAINS 
FLL RAILROAD YARDS 


Jobbing Houses, Flour Mills, 
Smelters and Other Great 
Concerns Are Doing Nothing. 
Thousands of Men Idle as Re- 
sult of . Strike---Danger of 
Famine in Small Towns. 


St. Paul, Minn., December 1.—Every 
line of industry in Duluth and Supe- 
rior and all cities of ‘the northwest 
dependent on the movement of supplies, 
is sericusly affécted by the strike of 
the railroad switchmen, which began at 
6 o'clock last evening. 

It is estimgted that upwards of 12,- 
000 men are idle tonight on account of 
the strike order, thousands of freight 
handlers and teamsters are losing time 
by reason of the freight blockade in 
the terminal towns, while a continu- 
ance of the strike for several days will 
throw additional thousands out of 


work. 
Full of Dead Freight Trains. 

The railroad yards are filled with 
stalled freight trains, and an attempt 
to move a few cars % making no im- 
pression. The railroad managers com- 
mittee announced today that they were 
bringing to St. Paul new switchmen 
to take the place of the strikers. 

To this President Hawley, of the 
Switchmen’s Union of North America, 


said: 

.“All right, let them come, we ‘will 

not object.” . 

The first. business interests tobe: ats 
fected were the wholesale and com- 
mission houses. Wholesalc grocers re- 
port that nothing is moving. Commis- 
sion houses are doing nothing, and 
their customers in the small towns who 
get their supplies from day to day 
will soon be unable to serve fresh 


vegetables and fruit. 
Some of the larger commission 


houses today reduced their working 
forces, and will make further reduc- 
tions if the strike continues many 


days. 
The Flour Millis Close. 

In Minneapolis the flour mills closed 
tonight and it is estimated that 3,500 
men employed in them are idle. A 
continuation of the strike will throw 
out of employment about 1,500 more 
who are employed in the cooperage 
and allied. trades. 

In South St. Paul, where are lo- 
cated the stockyards, “only 300 head 
of cattle were received today. Usu- 
ally 1,800 is the daily average. Man- 
ager Bangs, of Swift & Co., said today 
that the question of reduction in the 
packing house force depended entirely 
upon the duration of the strike. 

‘If we cannot get stock,” he said, 
‘we will have to close.” 

He did not say how long the pliant 
could run on the present supply of 
stock. 

In the fron range country the small 
towns will soon be facing a famine 
unless trains of foodstuffs can be 
moved. In Snperior 300 men were 
laid off in the Great Northern ma- 
chine shops. The mines will be af- 
fected by the stopping of freight traf- 
fic. 

10,000 Ore Handlers to Quit, 

On the ore docks at Duluth and 
Superior. within forty-eight hours, 10.- 
000 men will soon be out of employ- 
ment, and the general loss on account 
of no employment for labor, and in- 
ability to deliver merchandise, 
run into thousands of dollars. 

St. Paul and Minneapolis are the 
distributing points for the _ entire 
northwest, covering Minnesota, Wis- 
consin, northern Iowa, North and 
South Dakota, Montana. Idaho and a 
large part of Washington and Oregon. 

In all of the cities of these states 
the effect of the stopping of the car- 
rying of freight will be felt. 

The most serious effect will be in 
Montana, particularly at Butte, Ana- 
conda and Great Falls, where the cop- 
per mines and smelters are locted. 
In Montana and eastern Idaho freight 
traffic is tied up. About sixty freight 
trains are stationary. The switchmen 
are in control of all terminal points. 

Great Smelters Must Close. 

This territory is taken care of by 
the Great Northern, Northern Pacific 
and the Chicago, Milwaukee and Puget 
Sound railroads. Unless the railroads 
ean carry coal’to the smelters and 
ore from the mines to the smelters, 
operations must speedily cease. The

Washington, D. C., December 1.—

as successor to Postmaster Blodgett, 
H. §S. Jackson, president of the Taft 
club of Georgia. 

The term of the incumbent does 
expire until February. Postmaster 
Blodgett and James F. Race are aiso 
candidates for appointment, but the 
contest is as good as settled, if as 
reported, the republican referee in 
the state has given his indorsement 
to Jackson, 


LIQUOR MEN PUT 
DAN ON GOVERNOR 


Stubbs, of Kansas, Barred 
From Topeka Club.

Because Governor Tried to 
Abolish Locker System, the 
Exclusive Club Refuses to Al- 
low Him to Attend Dinner in 
Honor of the Chief Justice. 


Topeka, Kan., December 1.—Governor 
Stubbs will not be allowed to attend a 
dinner to be given at the Topeka Club 
tomorrow night in honor of Chief Jus- 
tice Johnston, of the Kansas supreme 
court. This is because Governor 
Stubbs, while a member of the ex- 
clusive club, madea losing fight to 
compel it to abolish the liquor locker 
system, and later resigned his mem- 
bership. 

“Oh, I guess I'll live through it.” said 
the governor tonight when informed 
that the club directors had ordered 
that he stay away from the dinner, 
“T am right, however, in ordering the 
prohibitory law enforced, and intend 
to stay by it. The organization of a 
club really means a rich man’s saloon. 
If our law isn’t strong enough to pre- 
vent these wealthy clubs from han- 
dling liquor, the legislature should 
make it strong enough, and I am going 
to make such a recommendation next 
session.” 


The governor had accepted an invi- 
tation to make a speech at the dinner. 
Today the directors ordered the pro- 
moters of the dinner to withdraw the 
invitation. 

“The governor hag stated he could 
not afford to be a member of an or- 
ganization that is violating the pro- 
hibitory law,” said one of the directors, 
“and so we decided we did not want 
him at the club for the Johnston din- 
ner.” 

The dinner will be given in honor of 
the completion of Justice. Johnston's 
twenty-fifth year on the supreme court 
bench.

Combine Always Stealing

Eight Trucks a Minute Passed 
Over Scales and Every Truck 
Was Short-Weighed, So the 
Government Charges---Trust

New York, December 1.—The fruit-

Zelaya to Be Held Responsibie. 

The extraordinary feature of the 
letter is that it seems to evidence, an 
intention on the part of the United 
States to hold President Zelaya per- 
sonally responsible for the alleged tor- 
ture and execution of the Americans, 
Cannon and Groce, and exhibits the 
unique situation of one government 
holding the chief, executive of another 
practically as a commen malefactor. 
Zelaya is branded as a violator of 
solemn international conventions, @¢ 
disturber of the national and inter- 
national peace, a tyrant whose ad- 
ministration has been a blot upon the 
name of good government. 

Secretary Knox virtually announces 
the recognition of the Nicaraguan rey- 
Olutionist, declares it to be the con- 
viction of ‘the United States that the 
revolution: represents the sentiments 
of a majority of the Nicaraguan peo- 
ple, and that there is evidently no 
responsible government with which 
the United States can deal. 

Crisis Near Status of War. 

He, therefore, announces that all 
parties will be held accountable for 
their actions as affecting the interests 
of Americans, and the peace of Cen- 
tral America. 

He further informs Senor Rodriguez 
that while he has lost his diplomatic 
quality, he may still serve as an “un- 
official” channel of communication 
with tire faction which he is regarded 
as representing. 

This brings the crisis as near to the 
statys of war as it could be brought 
by executive action without a definite 
declaration of both houses of congress, 
which wil! convene next Monday.

effect. Booth returned the fire, and 
it was learned after the negre was 
captured that he carried two bullets, 
but neither struck vital spots, and he 
easily madé his escape. He was found 
in a barn three miles from the place 
the shooting occurred. 

Little Hope for Booth, 

Booth was brought to this place im- 
mediately after the shooting. Surgeons 
tonight gave out the statement that 
there was little hope for his recovery. 
He has a wife ang several children. 

Officers from Hawkinsville in auto- 
mobiles and carrying track hounds, 
went immediately to the scene of the 
shooting, but a party of enraged citi- 
zens was quickly formed and trailed 
the negro on horseback to his hiding 
place. He showed fight, but was suf- 
fering so severely from the effects of 
his injuries until he. could offer but 
little resistance. 

Prayed Before Being Burned. 

He freely admitted the shooting. and 
it is stated justified his action by the 
fact that Booth’s automobile fright- 
ened his mules. Harvard was given an 
opportunity to pray, after which he 
was securely bound with chains to an 
improvised stake. The fuel was piled 
high above his head and the torch ap- 
plied. The roaring o fthe flames pre- 
vented sound being audible, if any es- 
caped the man’s lips.

Washington, December 1.—A_ com- 


prehensive reorganization of the army 
establishment of the United States is 
the principal recommendation contain» 
ed in the annual report of Secretary 
of War Dickinson for the fiscal 
ending June 30, 1909, made public to- 


day. 

More officers, closer cooperation 
with the militia of the various states, 
land a general readjustment of the lo- 
cations of the various army posts, are 
|}some of the crying reforms urged 
upon the attention of congress. The 
present distribution of the troops of 
the regular army, in the opinion of 
the secretary of war, is not only illoge 
ical, but offers a serious menace. 

At the time of the last reports 
from the military departments, whith 
were received in October, it was found 
that the regular army numbered 71,840 
men, with 4,209 officers, making a 
total force of 76,049; a net increase 
during the year of 3,421.° The figures 
do not include the 3,485 men of the 
hospital corps. 

The report also advocates more 
@trenuous physical tests. , President 
Roosevelt inaugurated an annual test 
to determine the physical: fitness of 
officers, compelling them to ride nine- 
ty miles in three days or to walk 
fifty miles within the same time.

ARE INDICTED 


John N. McEachern and 
R. H. Dobbs. 


Industrial Life and Health 
Insurance Company Are 
Charged With Cheating and 
Swindling in Bartow County. 


Cartersville, Ga., December 1.—(Spe- 
cial.)—At the November adjourned 
term of the Bartow superior court the 
grand jury returned indictments 
against John N. McEachern and R. H. 
Dobbs, of Atlanta, charging them with 
cheating and swin@ling. They are pres- 
ident and vice president, respectively, 
of the Industrial Life and Heajth In- 
surance Company, located in Atlanta. 

The accused appeared before Judge 
A. W. Fite and through their attor- 
ney moved for a continuance till the 
January term of court. Judge Fite, in 
granting .the motion for continuance, 
stated in* open court that they ought 
to be promptly tried and vindicated by 
acquittal, if not guilty, and that if 
they were guilty, as charged, they 
Ought to be punished. 

It is alleged that the evidence upon 
which the indictments were found was 
that the defendants, as president and 
vice president of this insurance com- 
pany, through agents, were selling In- 
surance policies to negroes based upon 
weekly payments, as follows: For 5 
cents per week premiums upon said 
policies, the company would pay a 
weekly sick benefit of $1 for every 
nickel paid weekly, with a cash sur- 
render value at the end of ten years 
of $10 for every nickel paid weekly, 
provided the sick benefits paid did not 
amount to more than the cash value, 
or the difference, if any existed, be- 
tween the cash surrender value of the 
policy arid the actual sick benefits re- 
ceived. 

It is alleged that a great many of the 


‘company’s policies are held by negroes 


in this city, who are entitled to cash 
Surrender values. 

It is alleged that agents of the com- 
pany told the negroes who demanded 
the cash value of the policies held by 
them, a great many of whom had re- 
ceived no sick benefits at all, that the 
policies were invalid and were of no 
value, and payments were refused. In 
some cases ‘small compromises were 
offered, and rather than lose it all, 
the ignorant negroes took what was 
offered them and surrendered their pol- 
icies, it is said. 

Since the indictments were 
some of the claimants have placed 
their claims in the hands of Hon. W.

Victor H. Kriegshaber Finds 
Himself Up Against a Hard

Victor H. Kriegshaber, the well- 
known and _  ~public-spirited citizen, 
found himself up against a hard legal 
proposition yesterday afternoon when 
he appeared before the tax committee 
of council to petition for a rebate on 
some city taxes. 

Some time ago Mr. Kriegshaber 
bought a lot which was a part of the 
estate of the late R. F. O’Shields, 
which went into bankruptcy. The 
estate owed taxes on al! of its city 
property, the amount being about $90. 
The property became divided up, and 
when the city went to make a levy 
it just picked up the small $800 lot 
that Mr. Kriegshaber had bought and 
sold it for all the taxes due by the 
O’Shields estate. By that time the 
costs had run up, making the total 
over $100. What was actually due on 
Mr. Kriegshaber’s lot was only $19. 

So Mr. Kriegshaber petitioned to 
council to be relieved of paying taxes 
on property he did not own. 

The tax committee informed him 
that it was powerless to afford any 
relief, as the law gave the city the 
right to act as it had done, and the 
property had been sold for the taxes, 
and bought in by the city.

THE NEWNAN CHURC 


This Causes Trouble in 
Methodist Conference 
to Be Still Unsettled. 


Rev. R. J, Bigham now states pos- 
itively that he will not return to the 
Newnan Methodist church. 

Dr. Bigham says he has wired to 
Bishop E. R. Hendrix, who is at 
Searcy, Ark., that he cannot accept 
the Newnan pastorate. Dr. Bigham 
was in Atlanta yesterday stopping 
at the New Kimball... In his state- 
ment he said: 

‘Under no circumstances will I re- 
turn to Newnan as the pastor in 
charge,’ said the minister, with em- 
phasis. “I shall ask the Dishop to re- 
lease me from the assignment. I have 
already practically asked him to do 
so in a telegram sent him this morn- 
ing, inquiring if what has appeared 
in the press about my reassignment 
to Newnan is official, and saying to 
him that if it is, I would have to ask 
for release from the Newnan appoint- 
ment.” 

This statement from Dr. Bigham 
adds a new complication to the sit- 
uation which resulted from the ac- 
tion of the board of stewards of Si. 
John’s church of Augusta in protest- 
ing against the assignment of Dr. Big- 
ham to that church, this assignment 
having been made by Bishop Hendrix 
at the conference held in At‘anta, 

In the effort to relieve the situa- 
tion, Bishop Hendrix announced Sun- 
day that he would assign Rev. Joel 
T. Daves, who had been reappointed; 
presiding elder of the Atlanta dis- 
trict, to the Augusta church and make 
Dr. Bigham presiding elder of the 
Atlanta district. This announcement 
was followed by a meeting of minis- 
ters of the Atlanta district, at which 
a telegram ‘was sent to Bishop Hen- 
drix asking that Dr. Daves be al- 
lowed to remain.in Atlanta. A meet- 
ing of laymen was called, but before 
it was held the announcement was 
made that Bishop Hendrix had trans-

My co-executor did 
what she could, but, in the very nature 
f the case, {t Was impossible for her 
o give any great amount of attention 
to the intricate affairs connected with 
this estate.

Coming as it ‘did.in the mid- 
die of the cotton season, when that 
firm, a8 well ag all other cotton firms, 
was a heavy borrower, and also in 
the middie of a great financial panic, 
which had begun only a short time be- 
fcre, it was apparent that the situa- 
tion was critical in the extreme owing 
to the fact that Mr. Inman had in- 
dorsed heavy obligations of that firm. 

“Mr. Inman had created the cotton 
business of Inman & Co. primarily for 
the benefit of his two sons, beth of 
whom died. He had always given te it 
his financial support, and the fact that 
he was a heavy indorser of the firm 
| vas by no means unusual with that firm, 
and was not surprising to those who 
were familiar with the manner of con- 
}ducting a large cetton business, These 
indorsements had eceurred every year 
from the establishment of the busi- 
ness. They were earried through the 
cotton season and usually cleaned up 
by the following August or September, 
as soon as the cotton was sold, and 
the funds realized from it. 

“Inman & Co. required large sums 
ef money @t the time of Mr. Inman's 
death, because they had sold prefitable 
centracta fer the delivery ef eatton 
throughoyt Eurépe. and America, and 
it was necessary to buy cotton in or- 
der to fulfill these contracts.

DESTROYED BY FIRE 


Was Typical Colonial Resi- 
dence of Ante-Bellum 
Times.

heme here was destroyed by fire Mon- 
day night. 

The Newell home was constructedin 
1836. When the sstate of Georgia de- 
cided to build its own executive man- 
sion tin Milledgeville. architects and 
builders were brought out from New 
York and Boston. After the comple- 
tion of the old executive mansion, 
which, from an artistic point of view, 
is probably one of the most striking 
buildings in the south, these builders 
Were engaged by Isaac Newell to con- 
Struct th's home.

the territories .of one another, and 
to observe the rules of civilized inter- 
cOursé. Especially were they pledged 
to submit to arbitration instead of 
putting to the test of warfare any 
differences that might arise between 
therm. The integrity of Honduras 
Was guaranteed. 

Zelaya Has Breken . Every Piedge. 

Now Secretary Knox practically 
charges that each one of these stipu- 
lations was violated by President 
Zelaya. He has domiriated Honduras, 


| Whose president is declared to be only 


his mouthpiece, and Zelaya has not 
hesitatéd to violate the laws of neu- 
trality by sending his troops, without 
warrant or permission, into Salvador 
and Costa Rica. That he would have 
done the same in the case of Guate. 
mala had the revolution extended to 
the northern frontier of Nicaragua, 
there is no doubt. 

It was well understood, though never 
reduced to the form of a treaty, that 
not only ‘the United States but Mexico 
would undertake to see that the pro- 
visions of this treaty were effective, 
though moral suasion was supposed‘ to 
_ be be the main reliance to accomplish its 
Purpose. 

This has utterly failed, after a trial 
of nearly two years. Reports to the 
department of state from its diploe- 
matic and consular agents have shown 
that during that period of time Presi- 
dent Zelaya has been stirring up dis- 
content in the neighboring Central 
American republics: giving substantial 
aid to would-be revolutionists and 
doing everything possible to bring 
about a state of affairs that would 
warrant his invading the territory of 
his neighbors. 

Moral Turpitude Beyond Belief. 

But the internal conditions in Nic- 
aragua revealed by these reports have 
never been toid to the public because 
the moral turpitude involved is almost 
beyond belief. However, state depart. 
ment officials have disclosed enough 
to show that a condition of absolute 
despotism has existed in Nicaragua 
with such accompaniments as rapine, 
murder, extortion and barbarous treat- 
ment of political prisoners as has been 
unknown since the middle ages. 

Other Central American republics 
have protested against conditions in 
Nicaragua but the state department 
has felt loath to interfere in the in- 
ternal affairs of another nation and 
probably would have refrained éven 
now, had not Zelaya gone to the 
length of torturing and killing two 
Americans engaged tn honorable war- 
fare. 

Zelaya’s agents simply stated that 
the executions were in accordance with 
the law of Nicaragua, but the State 
department finds that that law is 
Zelaya. | 

Zelaya an International Brigand. 

Reasoning that there is no actual 
government in Nicaragua, the depart- 
ment concluded that Zelaya is an in- 
ternational brigand and must be so 
treated. He must be held responsible 
‘for the killing of “the twd Americans 
#s if he were a private individual, and 
it is probable that he would be cap. 
tured in Nicaragua or reclaimed from 
any country to which he escapes, if 
possible, and tried as a common male- 
factor. 

It is believed that a straightforward 
and energetic declaration by Presi- 
dent Diaz of the guilt of Zelaya and 
the necessity for intervention, received 
within the last 24 hours, resulted in 
the departmeént’s decision. 

The status may be summed up, ag 
follows:

Knox’s Letter to the Envoy. 

' Following is the text. of Secretary 
Knox's letter to Senor Rodriguez: 

“Department of State, Washington, 
December 1,. 1909—Sir: Since the 
Washington conventions of 1907 it is 
notorious that President Zelaya has al- 
most continuously Kept Central Amer- 
ica in tension or turmoil, that he has 
repeatedly and flagrantly violated the 
provisions of the conventions and By a 
baleful influence upon Honduras, whose 
neutrality the conventions were to as- 
sure, has sought to discredit those 
sacred international obligations to the 
great detriment of Costa Rica, El Sal- 
vador and Guatemala, whose govern- 
ments meanwhile appear tg have been 
able patiently to strive for the loyal 
support of the engagements so Sso0l- 
emnly undertaken at Washington under 
the auspices of the United States and 
of Mexico.

Zelaya a Dictator. 

“It is equally a matter of common 
knowledge that under the regime of 
President Zélaya, republican institu- 
tions have ceased in Nicaragua to ex- 
ist, except in name; that public opinion 
and the press have been throttled. and 
that prison has been the reward of 
any tendency to real patriotism. My 
consideration for you personally impels 
me to abstain from necessary discus- 
Sion of the painful details of a regime 
which, unforttinately, has been a blot 
upon the history of Nicaragua and a 
discouragement to a group of republics 
whose aspirations need only the op- 
portunity of free and honest goOvern- 
ment. 

‘In view of the tinterests of the 
United States and of. its relation to the 
Washington conventions, appeal 
against this situation has long since 
been made to this government by a 
majority of the Central American reé- 
publics. There is now added the ap- 
peal, through the revolution, that of a 
great body of the Nicaraguan people. 


Killing of the Americans. 

“Two Americans who, this govern- 
menut is now convinced, were officers 
cennected with the revolutionary forces 
and, therefore, to be deg h ac- 
cording to the enlighten practice of 
civilized nations, have been killed by 
direct order of President Zelaya. Their 
execution is said to have been preceded 
by barbarous cruelties. The consu- 
late at Managua is now officially re- 
ported to have been menaced. There 
is thus a sinister culminaticn of an 
administration also characterized by 
cruelty to its own citizens which has, 
until the recent outrage, found vent in 
the case of this country, in a succes- 
sion of petty annoyances and indigni- 
ties which many months ago made it 
impossible to ask an American walulater 


"every point of view it has evidently 


‘becomie difficult for the United States 
further to delay more active response 
to the appeals so long made to its duty 
to {ts citizens, to its dignity, to Cen- 
tral America and to civilization. 

“The government of the United 
States is convinced that the revolution 
represents the ideals and the will of a 
majority of the Nicaraguan people 
more faithfully than doés the govern- 
ment of President Zelaya, and that its 
peaceable control is well-nigh as e@x- 
tensive as that hitherto so sternly at- 
tempted by thé government at Sal 
agua. 

“There is now added the fact, as of- 
ficially reported from more than one 
quarter, that theregare already indica- 
tions of a rising in the western prov- 
inces in favor of a presidential can- 
didate intimately associated with the 
old regime. In this it Is easy to see 
new elements tending toward 4 condi- 
tion of anarchy which leavés, at @ 
given time, no definite responsible 
source to which the government of the 
Uniteg States could look for reparation 
for the killing of Messrs. Cannon and 
Groce or, indeed, for the protection 


American interests in Nicaragua. 
No Respect fer Zelaya. 

“In these circumstances the presi- 
dent no longer feels for the govern- 
ment of President Zeyala that respéct 
and confidence which would make 
it appropriate hereafter to maintain 
with it regular diplomatic relations, 
implying the will and the ability to 
respect and assure what is due from 
one state to another. 

“The government of Nicaragua, 
which you have hitherto represented, 
is hereby notified, as will be, also, the 
| leaders of the revolution, that the gov- 
ernment of the United States will hold 
atrictly accountable for the protection 
of American life and property the fac- 
tion defacto in control of the eastern 
and western portions of the republic of 
Nicaragua. 

“As for the reparation found due, 
after careful consideration—for the 
the killing of Messrs. Groce and Can- 
non—the government of the United 
States would-be loath to impose upon 
the innocent people of Nicaragua a 
too heavy burden of expiating the acts 
of a regime forced upon thetn or to ex- 
act from a succeeding government, if 
it have quite different policies, the 
imposition of such a burden. 

Slayers to Be Held Responsible. 

‘Into the question of ultimate repa- 
ration there must enter the question of 
the existence at Managua of a govern- 
ment capable of responding to de- 
mands. There must enter, also, the 
question how far it is possiblé to réach 
those actually responsible, and those 


to have preceded the exectition, ff these 
be verffied; and the question whether 
the government be one entirely disas- 
sociated from the presént intolerable 
conditions and worthy to be trusted to 
make impossible a recurrence of such 
acts, in which case the president, as a 
friend of your country, ag he is also 
of the other republics of Central Amer. 
ica, might be disposed to have indem- 
nity confined to what was reasonably 
due the relatives of the deceased and 
punitive only insofar ag thé punish- 
ment might fall where ‘really due. 
Demand for Reparation. 

“In pursuance of this péliey, the 
government of the United States will 
temporarily withhold its demand for 
reparation, 
such steps as it deems wise and proper 
to protect American interests. 

“To insure the future protection of 
legitimate American interests, in con- 
Sideration of the interests of the ma- 
jority of Central American republies 
and in the hope of making more effe.. 


ernment of the United States reserves 
for further consideration at the preper 
time the question of stipulating also 
that the constitutional government of 
Nicaragua obligate itself by cortiven- 
tion, for the benefit of all the govern- 
ments concerned, a8 a guarantée for its 
future loyal support of the Washing- 
ton'conventions and their peaceful and 
progressive aims. 

Envoy Told to Go. 

“From the foregoing it will be ap- 
parent to you that your office of chargé 
d'affaires is at an end. I have the 
honor to inclose your passports for 
use in case you deSire to leave this 
country. I would add at the same 
time that, although your diplomatic 
quality is terminated, I shall be happy 
to receive you, as I shall be happy to 
recéive the representative of the tevo- 
lution, each as the unofficial channel 
of communication betweén thé gov- 
ernment of the United States and the 
de facto authorities to whom I look to 
for the protection of American interests 
pending establishment in‘*Nicaragua a 
government with which the United 
States can maintain d{iplomatié rela- 
tions.

England's “Wild Men of the Woods” have fulfilled prophecy. 

In so doing, have they signed the death warrant of the house of lords? 
. Have they ‘precipitated a war against titled privilege, long-brewing and 
eager for utterance, that may effect revolutionary changes in the ¢conomic, 
social, industrial and agricultural systems of that empire upon which the 
sun never sets? cee ' 
_ These are the questions arising out of the rejection-of the David Lioyd- 
George budget ‘by the house of lords, by vote of 379 to 139. — ! 

The “Wild Men of the Woods,” as explained in detail in last Sunday's 
Constitution, is that large body of British peers who never exercise their 
function of sitting in the house of lords or participating in politics unless 
their personal interests are touched, or unless pre-eminent issues confront 
the nation. ; 

It is their refusal to listen to the pleadings of the conservatives, headed 
by the one-time radical Rosebery, that has broken the precedents of three 
centuries and placed the upper chamber in the attitude of nullifying the 
traditional prerogative of the house of commons in absolutely arbitrating 
national taxes and national expenditures. e 

What is the deep-grounded issue that has goaded these usually negligent 
peers to fly in the face of precedent sanctioned by centuries, and come at 
hand-grips with the masses in a general election? 

Principally, it: ig the “unearned ' increment” device of taxation, advanced 
by Lioyd-George and first cousin to the Henry George’ theory of the sin- 
gie tax. * : 

The vast majority of city lots and country sites increase in value, not 
so much by the enterprise and activities of their owners as by the enterprise 
and the collective activity of the community. 

‘Now then— 

David Lloyd-George called this automatic increase in value “unearned 
increment.” He held the landlord was in no wise entitled to credit for it. 
He held that a portion of that automatically-earned value should come back 
to the state, which means the community. 

His budget proposed such a system. Since the larger part of urban and 
rural property in England is owned by nobility in entail, it is easy to un- 
derstand the frenzied protest of titled land owners against parting with a 
portion: of the proceeds of profits that reaped where they had not sown.

What ‘Is Pellagra? 


Editor Constitution: . Dr. J. W. ‘Kerr, 
of. Corsicana, Texas, is reported to 
havé declared that it was. pellagra that 
killea off'so many of the federal pris- 
oné?s at Andersonville in 1864. He 
says that we fed.the prisoners on rot- 
ten:corn. That he was there and re- 
mémbers the symptoms and. described 
them to the Southern Medical. conven- 
tion recently in session at New Orleans. 

Now some of;the rest of us. were at 
Andersonville, too. , 
to ask the doctor some questions by 
way of cross-examination: 

Do you remember seeing any pel- 
lagta patients among the prison 
guard? ae th 

Do you recollect. or not.that the 
guard ate the same meal that the pris- 
oners ate? 

Did you ever eat any of the bread 
cooked for the prisogners?. If so, did 
you find it unpalatable? 

Have you ever heard any explana- 
tion of the excessive death rate in the 
northern prisons over that at Ander- 
sehiville? 

Are you aware that the records 
show that while the Andersonville 
death rate was in the neighborhood of 
12 2-3, the average.death rate in north- 
ern prisons was about 13%? These 
figures are quoted from memory. They 
are in the public documents at Wash- 
ington, or they were when Alex Steph- 
ene ‘and Benjamin Hill examined them. 
What ailed the southern boys at Fort 
Delaware, Elmira, Camp Chase and 
Rock Island? Did they have pellagra, 
tco? 

I do not pretend to say that there 
was no pellagra at Andersonville. i 
was there and I know that the soldiers 
were fed from the same méal trough 
‘But the 


rotten corn will not stand the test of 
the facts. The meal was delivered 
fresh from the.milis‘daily and consum- 
ed always very promptly. “We all ate 
of the same stuff... If bad meal came 
to light it was quickly discovered 
and condemned. The chief trouble that 
I found with it was that it was 
rather coarse and we frequently had 
to eat it unsifted. here may have 
been some irritation to the stomach oc- 
casioned by that condition of thé meal. 
But if so, we were all liable to it. 
And if so, why did more prisoners die 
at Point Lookout than died at Ander- 
sonville per thousand? 

Dr. Kerr's notion may be a very in- 
teresting. medical-theory, but we must 
not allow it to becloud the history.

BLIND BEGGAR AND HIS SON 
CAUSE TANGLED MYSTERY 


Something of a fullfledged mystery, 
with several amusing, if not exasper- 
ating features, is now occupying the 
attention of the Atlanta Associated 
Charities, following the appeal several 
days ago of Albert Brown, a blind beg- 
gar. for help in securing railroad fare 
to his home, which he claims is in Al- 
bany, Ind. 

On Tuesday, Brown, a white man, 
aged 40 years, wearing blue goggles 
and led by his 9-year-old son, Fred, 
walked into Secretary J. C. Logan’s 
office. He presented a petition which 
cited that January 1, 1907, while em- 
ployed’as a plumber in Selma, Ind., his 
eyesight was destroyed by the explo- 
sion of a gas engine which he was re- 
pairing at the time. Attached to the 
petition as “exhibit A,” Brown had a 
telegram addressed to him at Jackson- 
ville, Fla., dated November 27, read- 
ing: 

“Baby is better, but come home at 
once. ELLA BROWN, Albany, Ind” 

A second telegram, as “exhibit B,” 
was dated received at Atlanta, Novem- 
ber 30, and read as follows: 

“Baby Don’t Choke So.” 

“Baby don't choke so0, but complains 
of lungs. Hurry home. 

“ELLA BROWN, Albany, Ind.” 

After reading the petition and the 
telegrams, and being informed that 
“Ella Brown” was the wife of the blind 
man before him, Secretary Logan asked 
of what service the Associated Chari- 
ties could be. , 

“I want railroad fare to the next 
town,” replied the beggar. “I am work- 
ing my way so that 1 can join my wife 
and sick child.” 

“The Whole Hog or None.” 

“But,” replied Mr. Logan, “we are 
not so cheap as that. We ‘go the whole 
hog or none’ here. I will try to get 
you a through ticket. Report to me 
tomorrow at noon and in the meantime 
take this paper to the Helpers’ League 
It will secure you food and lodging for 
yourself and son for the night.” 

The blind beggar and his litfle son 
departed with profuse thanks for Mr. 
Logan's intertest and kindness. 

Secretary Logan at once began an 
investigation by attempting to com- 
municate with Brown's alleged home in 
Indiana. On the following day; which

No Help From Indiana. 

In answer to a telegram sent to the 
Associated Charities at Muncie, Ind., 
eight miles from Albany, the nearest 
organization to that town, he received 
word from the telegraph operator that 
the Muncie Organization did not feel 
duty bound to cooperate with- the -At- 
lanta organization. 

The answer to a second telegram, 
which was addressed direct to the 
“Mayor of Albany,” ’ asking for advice 
as to the true condition of affairs a)- 
leged to exist there, elicited the fol- 
lowing unusual reply from the Albany 
operator: 

“Albany has no mayor and the town 
‘officers refuse to consider the matter.” 
Enter the Greek. 

The third development came with the 
‘appearance of a Greek restaurant pro- 
prietor,’ whdé applied’ fbr recompense 
for two meals furnished to the blind 
man and boy on the order given to the 
Helpers’ League. 

The fifth development came when, 
at the appointed hour, Brown and his 
little boy did not put in their appear- 
ance to receive the promised transpor- 
tation. 

Mr. Logan sdhintis that he is con- 
fronted with. a mystery. Is the blind 
beggar a fake? Has he really a wife 
and sick child at Albany? And 
what's the matter with Albany that she 
does not possess either a mayor or ac- 
commodating police officers, as does 
Atlanta and other charitable cities? 
Likewise, what kind of an organization 
is that at Muncie’ which refuses to ex- 
tend help to a sister society? These 
aré some of tha questions Mr. Logan is 
asking himself. 

Help From Western Union. 

He is now attempting, through the 
Western Union, to ascertain who. sent 
the message at Albany signed by “Ella 
Brown.” The local Western Union 
manager has offered his assistance in

She has been an enthusiastic sup- 
porter of the movements interesting 
southern women in organized effort, 
and through this medium her ability 
and talents have been expressed and 
appreciated by a large contingent of 
Georgia people who look beyond the 
Society column for a woman's achieve- 
ment as a writer. 

Her new position came to her, not 
through influence brought to bear, or 
through any stroke of so-called luck, 
but because her good work, furnished 
through a series of articles published 
in The Washington Herald this sum- 
mer.

Chicago, December 1.—‘‘At $1,900 a 
head, the average price of negro girls 
on the auction block 50 years ago, the 
300,000 white slaves in the United 
States today represent an investment 
of $540,000,000.

New York, December 1.—No decision 
announcing the successful bidder for 
the proposed fight between James J. 
Jeffries, the retired ctampion, and 
Jack Johnson, the negro title-holder, 


because the rromoters wished to avoid | 
a possible clash with the police au- 
thorities. The decision will be made 
known in Hoboken, N. J., at 1 o’clock 
tomorrow afternoon. | 

Sporting men gathered here were 
keenly disappointed in what many con- 
sidered a puritanical interpretation of 
the anti-prize fight laws in this state, 
but Police Commissioner Baker had 
sedved notice that no such announce- 
ment could be made in New York city 
with propriety. 

Gossip in sporting circles tonight 
picked as the winning bidders Jarnes 
Coffroth, of San Francisco; Frank 
Gleason, the California basebal] mag- 
nate, and “Tex” Rickard, the Nevada 
boomer, who have apparently formed a 
triple alliance for the purpose of get- 
ting the fight. 

Stupendous Offers for Fight. 

The opening of the bids today, be- 
sides revealing the apparent Coffroth- 
Gleason-Rickard combination, yielded 
another surprise, the fact that a pro- 
moter could offer, and back it with 
cash, a purse of $110,000 to be divided | 
as the contestants saw fit. 

While the eporting public had com- 
monly agreed that this is to be the 
greatest prize fight, without doubt, in 
the history of the prize ring, it was not 
believed that any promoter would bid 
more than $80,000, and that he would 
them claim one-third of the moving 
picture revenue. It igs estimated that 
if the fight runs twenty or twenty-five 
rounds on a clear day, the moving pic- 
tures. if displayed throughout the 
world, would be worth at least 
$500,000. 

Both Jeffries and Johnson appeared 
in a ring at the Madison Square Gar- 
den tonight in what will probably be 
their last similar display before the 
public prior to the fight. But contrary 
to expectations, the garden was not 
even well filled. 

Johnson came on first and sparred 
with a white opponent in a mild man- 
ner. Jeffries came on an hour and a 
half later and went five snappy rounds 
with Sam Berger, the fastest work 
he has done in public, at least since 
he started training for the fight. The 
crowd sized Jeffries up as being in 
g00d condition, and showing good 


form, but his old nose trouble bothered.} 


him considerably. 
Opening of the Bids. 

The bids were opened in the presence 
eof Jack Johnson and his manager, 
George Little; Sam Berger, represent- 
ing James J. Jeffries, who was absent; 
Thomas J. McCarey, af Los Angeles; 
Edward Graney, of San Francisco; John 
J. Gleason, of San Francisco; E. M. 
Rickard, of Nevada, and many well- 
known New York sporting men. 


Graney, répresenting the Tuxedo 
Athletic Club, of San Francisco, made 
a bid involving three different propo- 
sitions. In his first proposition 
Graney offered 80 per cent of the gross 
receipts, with a guarantee of $75,000, 
the management to have sole owner- 
ship of the picture privileges; the sec- 
ond was 80 per cent of the gross re- 
ceipts, with a $70,000 guarantee and 
an Offer of $20,000 for one-third of the 
picture proceeds; and the third was 
90 per cent of the gross receipts with 
no guarantee. 

Graney agreed, if the offer was ac- 
cepted, to build a pavilion seating 25,- 
000 people in or within 5 miles of San 
Francisco. 

Gleason Offers $125,000. 

John Gleason, of San Francisco, in 
combination with James Coffroth, sub- 
mitted a bid of $125,000 for a fight on 
July 4 at either the Colma Athletic 
Club or Ocean View or San Francisco, 
reserving full rights to the picture 
proceeds. 

Gleason agreed, if the bid was ac- 
cepted, immediately to deposit a check 
for $30,000. Gleason made a second 
proposition offering a purse of $75,000 
and 66 2-3 per cent of the picture re- 
cetpts. A third proposition by Gleason 
provided for an offer of 80 per cent of 
the gross receipts and 66 2-3 per cent 
of the picture receipts. Coffroth agreed 
to deposit $10,000 if the offer was ac- 
cepted. 

A cablegram was received from 
Hugh D. McIntosh, of Australia, of- 
fering $37,000 to each of the fighters 
for a contest in this country; $40,000 
to each fighter for a contest in either 
England or France, and $50,000 to each 
fighter for a contest in Australia. No 
check accompanied the offer, and Mc- 
Intosh’s bid was not considered.

cover .outstanding shorts came from 
the bears, and the withdrawal of sell- 
ing pressure marked the subsidence 
of apprehension felt for several days 
past over the anti-trust program at 
Washington, on the completion of such 
liquidation as was felt to be com- 
mensurate with the situation. An- 
other influence in the upward reac- 
tion was the formal action by the 
house of lords, in.London, in appeal- 
ing the budget decision to the electo- 
rate. The effects of this action on 
British financial affairs have been. so 
much dreaded that a sense of progress 
overestimated the consequences left 
in the presence of the actual event. 
The opinion holds that the steps made 
necessary in British fiscal affairs by 
this action, as well as the unsettling 
influence on public sentiment of the 
Srave governmental issues involved, 
are. destined to have a restraining ef- 
fect on financial markets for some 
time to come. The game mixed view 
may be said to hold on the longer 
outlook in the corporation regulation 
question in this country. Something 
was made today of a report of an in- 
tention, on the part of the department 
of justice at Washington, to ask for a 
postponement of the hearing in the 
American Tobacco case before the su- 
preme court, which was set for De- 
cember 13. The first view of this 
report seemed to be of a putting off 
-of an evil day, from the stock market 
standpoint. This view was modified 
by the expressed eagerness of corpora- 
tion representatives for as early a con- 
clusion as possible, of the pending 
cases. : 

Another factor in the easier feeling 
regarding the legislative prospect was 
the reported expression of confidence 
on the part of congressional . leader- 
ship in a substantial agreement be- 
tween the executive and congress for 
the representation of radical measures, 

The demand for stocks, which was 
attributed principally to the uncov- 
ered shorts, was somewhat desultory 
in character and showed some hesita- 
tion at the higher price levels and 
with the passage of time. There was 
a resumption of leadership by some 
of the highly speculative issues and 
a renewal of deal rumors. These 
centered conspicuously about the dis- 
solution of the Rock Island, and St. 
Louis and San Francisco union and 
the possible alternative alliance that 
might be made. Wabash was placed 
in the field of these conjectures and a 
movement in Lehigh Valley, in Phila- 
delphia, added that property to the 
proposed combination. Its movement 
was an influence, also, -on the re- 
newed advance in Reading, although 
the latter property received no notice 
in the combination stories. 

The retention of the same dividend 
rate by New York Central and Ameri- 
can Smelting disposed of late rumors 
of an intended increase, but did not 
prevent those stocks from advancing 
with the market. Chicago and North- 
western furnished another example of 
the recent tendency of stocks to decline 
in price when stock increases are, pro- 
posed, however attractive the sub- 
scription rights to present holders are 
made. The outside market promptly 
appraised the subscription rights to 
the new stock at par to the extent of 
26 per cent. holdings at above 14, but 
the price of the present stock fell 
four points following an anticipatory 
decline before the announcement. 

The effect of the December money 
settlement was perceptible in the rise 
in call loan rates, late in the day, to 
6 1-2 per cent. The continued large 
engagements of gold for export and 
the withdrawals of cash from the 
banks by § sub-treasury operations 
have narrowed the resources to meet 
the December 1 demand. The in- 
auguration of the railroad switch- 
men’s strike in the northwest proved 
a disappointment of hopes that satis- 
factory settlement of labor controver- 
sies, which are expected in other di- 
rections, would be effected. The 
market closed firm under the influ- 
ence of the Wabash “deal” rumors.

New York, December 1.—Greater New 
York cast up its account with the Con- 
solidated Gas Company today, 
found that for arrearages on gas and 
electricity it owed what probably will 
stand as the largest lighting bill on 
record, more than $11,000,000.
